Price Boosts Sought.

1. An end to OPA'’s controver- 
sial program requiring manufac- 
ture of specific quantities of 
lower-cost clothing.

STABILIZATION BOARDS 
URGED FOR NDUSTRES 


Under Secretary Schindler Of. 
fers Proposal as Preventive 
of Labor Trouble. 


CHICAGO, June 25 (AP)—Al- 
fred Schindler of St. Louis, under 
secretary of commerce proposed 
today in a program designed to 
prevent management-labor trouble, 
that every industry create an in- 
dustry-wide stabilization board.

zation boards will, I believe, offer 
the best possible means of amic- 
ably resolving differences of opin-

“Often a serious strike results 
from a minor difference of opin- 
ion which bas been permitted to 
magnify itself because there has 
not been an effective method that 
could resolve the matter immedi- 
ately and amicably, In the ab- 
sence of ‘some such stabilization 
boards, the only recourse open 
either to management or to labor 
is embroilment in bureaucratic 
red tape and legislative reaction 
which, in a high majority of cases, 
ends in everybody losing and no 
one gaining.

000. The House said meat subsi- 
dies ought to be stopped this June 
30, and all food subsidies by Dec. 


If the conference decision holds, 
not more than $629,000,000 can be 
spent for food subsidies the rest 
of this calendar year. The only 
subsidies which would extend be- 
yond April 1, 1947 are those for 
copper, lead, zinc and sugar. 

Rent Control Unchanged. 

The compromise leaves rent con- 
trols unchanged. 

Barkley, a confidant of Truman, 
declined to predict whether the 
President would veto the bill if 
passed in the form approved by 
the conference. 

“IT am not going to speculate on 
what the President is going to do 
about the bill,” he said. “I am 
going to urge the Senate to adopt 
it.

NEW YORK, June 25 (AP)— 
Dr. Oscar Lange of Poland went 
down to a 7-to-4 defeat yesterday 
in the United Nations Security 
Council on his demand for a U.N. 
break with Franco Spain, but he 
salvaged something of his effort 
by keeping the Spanish question 
before the Council at least until 
tomorrow, 

The Council rejected Dr, Lange’s 
resolution asking it to recommend 
to every member of the United 
Nations to rupture diplomatic re- 
lations with Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco immediately and 
completely. 

Russia, France and Mexico 
backed Poland, just as they did 
when Dr. Lange first brought up 
his resolution April 19. 

Second Resolution. 

Dr, Lange then submitted a reso- 
lution which would retain the “sit- 
uation in Spain under continuous 
observation” of the Council and 
keep it on its agenda until Sept. 1. 

“The Security Council will take 
up the matter again not later than 
Sept. 1, 1946, in order to determine 
what appropriate practical meas- 
ures provided by the charter 
should be taken,” his resolution 
added, 

Lange called the Spanish ques- 
tion “a test case” which will “de- 
termine the ability of this Council 
to act.” He appealed to the Coun- 
cil not to permit “legal technicali- 
ties” to become “master” of the 
Council and prevent if from tak- 
ing action. 

The resolution said that the 
Council took notice of its subcom- 
mittee’s recent investigation 
“which .establishes beyond any 
doubt that ‘Franco's fascist: regime 
is a serious danger to the mainte- 
nance of international peace and 
security.” — 

_ British Objections, 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 
delegate, objected to the resolution 
on two scores. He noted that Dr. 
Lange’s description of Franco as 
a “serious danger to peace” went 
beyond the subcommittee’s finding 
that Spain was not now a danger 
to peace, but might be in the 
future. 

Cadogan said he was willing to 
keep the case on the agenda but 
suggested that the resolution be 
amended to provide the case re- 
main on the council books until 
the assembly meets in September 
and drop the sentence calling for 
the counci] to take it up by Sept, 


France and the United States 
expressed their agreement with 
Lange’s proposal if it were amend- 


ed and Russia gave unqualified 
support to it. 

When the chairman, Dr. Fran- 
cisco Castillo Najera, of Mexico, 
appeared about to postpone action, 
Dr. Lange proposed that a draft- 
ing committee be appointed to 
shape a resolution which would 
be acceptable. Castillo Najera 
agreed and appointed Dr. Lange, 
Cadogan, and Dr. Herbert V. 
Evatt of Australia to the commit- 
tee. 

He then adjourned the meeting 
until Wednesday. 

After the council meeting, a 
representative of the Spanish Re- 
publican Government in exile 
said: “This is the byrial, with 
flowers, of the Spanish case.” 


POLAND SIGNS AGREEMENT 


WITH BRITAIN ON DEBT 


LONDON, June 25 (AP)—A 
British-Polish financial agreement 
setting forth terms for settlement 
of Poland’s war debt to Britain 
was signed yesterday. The occa- 
sion was marked by issuance of a 
Polish official's statement denying 
that Poland was completely under 
Russian domination, 

“The opinion that Poland does 
not wish to or cannot develop her 
economic relations in western 
Europe, being too closely linked 
to or dependent on the Soviet Un- 
ion, is just a legend,” said E. Droz- 
niak, chairman of the National 
Bank of Poland. 

The  British-Polish financial 
agreement, Drozniak said, pro- 
vides for Poland to pay for the 
maintenance, welfare and educa- 
tion of all Poles in the British 
Commonwealth up to June 1, 1946. 
Drozniak explained that “hence- 
forth Poles who do not want to 
return to Poland will be supported 
by the British treasury.”

NO APOLOGY FOR 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


Says Jew Baiting and 


Dictatorship Were 
‘Necessary’ to ‘Clean 
Up Public Life.’ 


NUERNBERG, June 25 (AP)— 
Baron Constantin von Neurath, 
former Gérman foreign minister, 
today told the international mili- 
tary tribunal trying top Nazi war 
criminals that he believed the per- 
secution of jews and dissolution 
of political parties in Germany 
by the Nazis were “a necessary 
cleaning up of public life.” 

Von Neurath§ acknowledged 
under cross-examination by Sir 
David Maxwell Fyfe, British pro- 
secutor, that he still held these 
beliefs but that he felt the Nazi 
policies “should have been carried 
out by different methods.” 

He said he did not bring up in 
the cabinet such activitier as mass 
beatings of Jews because he felt 
it was more effective to protest 
occasionally to Hitler himself on 
these practices. 

Plot Against Austria. 

Von Neurath also agreed with 
the prosecution’s contention that 
he knew in 1934 that the Nazis 
were seeking the revolutionary 
overthrow of the Austrian govern- 
ment, but added that he did not 
then quit the Cabinet because he 
felt such matters were not the 
responsibility of his office. 

He contended that the reports 
of Jew baiting were “distorted,” 
but became evasive when asked 
where he got the information 
which enabled him to pass such 
t. judgment, 

“Why did you go on with a 
government that was using mur- 
derous instruments for political 
action?” the British prosecutor 
asked. 

“Such mishaps cannot be avoid- 
ed,” Von Neurath replied. 

Earlier, Von Neurath told the 
court he was largely a figurehead 
in the role of “Protector” of 
Czechoslovakia. . 

He said the decrees he issued 
for application of laws against 
Jews and for the economic plun- 
dering of the protectorate were 
“direct orders” from Hitler. He 
said he tried to ameliorate condi- 
tions somewhat by allowing syna- 
gogues to remain open and per- 
mitting religious freedom in other 
ways. 

Arrest of Clerics. 

He said some clerics were ar- 
rested, “but they were not ar- 
rested as clerics—they were ar- 
rested as political opponents of 
the Reich.” 

Von Neurath said he also had 
to forbid certain religious proces- 
sions because the Czechs used the 
occasions “for political purposes.” 

The witness said yesterday that 
the signers of the Munich pact 
could have halted Hitler’s aggres- 
sions with a stern diplomatic re- 
proof after the absorption of 
Czechoslovakia in 1938. 

The aging ex-diplomat declared 
he was still surprised that France 
and Britain allowed the Fuehrer 
to get away with his Czech ad- 
venture, 

Von Neurath engineered the 
meeting when Britain’s Neville 
Chamberlain and France’s Edou- 
ard Daladier set an appeasement 
policy with the Axis. The former 
German foreign minister said he 
thought it was a “genuine” peace- 
making meeting.

New System Ending Get-Rich-Quick 
Era for U.S. Soldiers in Germany 


Serial Numbered Currency Control Books to 
Halt Deals Where Carton of Cigarettes 
Wound Up as $150 in Bank. 


By HAL BOYLE 

BERLIN, June 25 (AP) — The 
golden era when an American sol- 
dier could translate a carton of 
cigarettes in Germany into a $150 
bank deposit back home is over 

New currency restrictions in oc- 
cupied Europe are sounding the 
death knell to one of the greatest 
military rackets in history; the in- 
troduction of serial numbered cur- 
rency control books is ending a 
13-month ride at the taxpayer’s ex- 
pense, 

The racket in its simplest form 
was based on the sale of ciga- 
rettes, Army food and candy to 
hungry Germans for exorbitant 
sums in Allied currency marks, 
most of which were printed by 
the Russians. 

It began when the first Ameri- 
can troops to enter Berlin found 
that they could get $100 to $200 
for a carton of cigarettes, then 
take the marks to the nearest 
Army post office, convert them 
into money orders and mail them 
home against a postwar rainy day. 

Colonels and corporals played 
the game together, sometimes 
standing for hours at the post of- 


fice windows, A group of big-time 
operators, known as “the Berlin 
millionaires,” imported their own 
cartons from the states by the 
hundreds.

Murray, in a letter to the Presi- 
dent, reminded him that the pro- 
visions of the Hobbs bill were in- 
corporated in the Case legislation 
which the President vetoed on 
June 1l, . 

He recalled that Truman's mes- 
sage said that while the President 
was “in full accord with the objec- 
tives,” Congress should expressly 
provide the measure “does not 
make it a felony to strike and 
picket peacefully and take other 
legitimate and peaceful concerted 
action.”

Expel From Romania

flatly rejected a strong United 
States protest against suppression 
of news freedom in Romania, and 
has forced Reuben Markham of 
The Christian Science Monitor to 
leave that country.

Clifton is held in jail at Chester, 
Ill, on a warrant charging him 
with the murder of his wife, Mrs.

Sheriff Morrison had been ques- 
tioning Clifton almost daily since 
Mrs Clifton’s body was discov- 
ered. Friday, the Sheriff said, 
Clifton suddenly began sobbing. 

“Elmo, I’m in. an awful mess,” 
Sheriff Morrison quoted Clifton as 
saying. “I’m going to tell you 
just how it happened.” 

No Signed Confession, 

The sheriff said Clifton then 
told in detail of the events of 
May 31. He has not, however, 
signed a written confession, Sher- 
iff Morrison said, 

Clifton said he quarreled with 
his wife the morning of May 31 
and struck her on the nose with 
his fist. As she turned away, he 
told the sheriff he picked up a 
hammer from a table and struck 
her on the back of the head, She 
fell to the floor. 

Clifton said he then went to 
the kitchen, prepared two sand- 
wiches for his lunch and went to 
work. That evening he had din- 
ner at the home of his parents, 
Mr, and Mrs. J. Ri Clifton, who 
live in Centralia about three 
blocks from hig home, then re- 
turned home, where he saw his 
wife still lying where she had 
fallen. 

Drives to Girl’s Home, 

After changing his clothes, Clif- 
ton said he drove to the home of 
Miss Rosalie Teets, 19 years old, 
in Salem, Ill, Clifton had told 
Miss Teets he and his wife were 
divorced.

ABOARD THE U.S.8S. APPALA- 
CHIAN EN ROUTE TO BIKINI, 
June 25 (UP)—The Navy revealed 
a secret about the atom bomb to- 
day—it doesn't come down on a 
parachute. 

The bomb scheduled to be deto- 
nated at Bikini lagoon next Mon- 
day is identical with the bomb ex-, 
ploded last year a Nagasaki, Ja-’ 
pan. And it will hurtle to the 
earth like any other object at- 
tracted by the earth’s gravity. 

The Navy said that Japanese 
who claimed they saw the atom 
bomb fall by parachute at Hiroshi-: 
ma and Nagasaki were confused 
by parachute-suspended instru- 
ments designed. to measure the 
blasts and take other data. 


Elton C. Fay, Associated Press 
correspondent, said the bomb 
dropped yesterday—a physical copy 
of. the atomic bomb but without 
the nuclear fission material—fell 
too fast for the human eye to fol- 
low. Also, the bomber that let it 
go was at a super height, beyond 
sight and sound, 

“The first evidence of the bomb’s 
arrival was the flash and an 
orange-red flower of fire at what 
appeared to be a little more than 
1000 feet above the ships,” Fay 
wrote, 

“Watchers aboard this flagship 
(Mt. McKinley), 10 miles from the 
bomb, were unable to hear any 
sound of the explosion.”

WITNESSES TELL 


OF JAMAICA MOB 
FD BY OFFIGALS 


Crown Nearing End of 
Manslaughter Case 
Based on Deaths 
Union Demonstration. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 25 
(AP)-—-The Crown today neared 
the end of its manslaughter case 
against William A. Bustamante, 
self-styled prime minister of 
Jamaica, and Frank Pixley, the 
island’s minister of social services, 
charged with leading a mob which 
beat a man to death last Feb- 
ruary in a union demonstration. 
* Twenty-two witnesses have tes- 
tified for the prosecution thus far, 
mainly police officers and hospi- 
tal workers who informed the 
court they saw Bustamante and 
Pixley at the head of a large body 
of men, armed with sticks and 
clubs, marching to the gates of 
Kingston’s mental hospital, where 
attendants and nurses were on 
strike. 

Bustamante, 59-year-old founder 
and chief of the Bustamante In- 
dustrial Trade Union, and Pixley 
are accused of causing the death 
of John A. Nicholas, a member of 
a rival union, the People’s Nation- 
al party, in the outburst of vio- 
lence which followed. In the 
melee, witnesses said, one of 
Bustamante’s lieutenants, Clifford 
Reid, was shot to death and Nich- 
olas was beaten fatally. 

Bustamante officially is the 
island's minister of communica- 
tions but he leads the Jamaica 
Labor party, which ‘holds five- 
sixths of the seats in the House 
of Representatives, and thousands 
of Jamaican’s call him “chief.” 

His attorney, Sir Lenox O’Reil- 
ly, succeeded in having several 
changes of testimony read into 
the records, principally as to the 
time at which the two defendants 
allegedly arrived with the mob 
and the estimates of the number 
of persons involved.

asserting that an alternative site 
could be obtained. Grant Wyatt 
Jr., a civil engineer who appeared 
in behalf of the company said a 
site at Morganford road and River 
des Peres had been considered but 
rejected because filled ground 
there would make an unstable 
foundation. 
Wilson said the garage is neces- 
sary if the company is to continue 
to furnish adequate bus service, 
because its present garage facili- 
ties are inadequate. More than 300 
busses face outside storage next 
winter, he said. As outlined by 
Wilson, the proposed building 
would front 580 feet on Sharp, 646 
feet on Blow, and 645 feet on 
Robert avenue.

A Statement 


to the 


People of St. Louis 


By the railroads opposing the efforts of 
the Santa Fe Railroad to obtain Interstate: 
Commerce Commission authority to oper- 
ate its trains in and out of St. Louis over 
the rails of existing railroads. 


Various railroads serving the West and Southwest, including three — the Mis- 
souri Pacific, the Frisco and the Cotton Belt, which have their headquarters in St. 
Louis—will oppose the granting of the petition on the grounds that additional trans- 
portation service would not be in the public interest, and would prove detrimental 
to St. Louis, its business and industrial institutions and to St. Louis citizens. 


Entrance of another railroad into a city that has adequate and satisfactory trans- 
portation service cannot properly be viewed in the same light as a new industrial 
plant, a new mercantile or a new business establishment, for while these create addi- 
tional business, another railroad can only hope to share in the traffic now moving 
via the rails of existing carriers. : 


Wide resonnition of the fact that a surplus of transportation is 
unnecessary and wasteful and therefore not in the public interest, led 
to the enactment by Congress of the Transportation Act which pre- 
vents the construction or extension of any railroad without the author- 
ity of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and then only when the 
Commission is convinced that public necessity or convenience would 
thus be served. ! 


The opposing lines contend that the entrance of the Santa Fe into St. Louis 
would provide no freight or passenger service that is not now provided by existing 
lines, or that could not be provided with the cooperation of the Santa Fe beyond 
Kansas City. 


They contend that the effort of the Santa Fe to enter St. Louis can be regard- 
ed only as an attempt to place itself in position to take away from them a.share of 
the traffic now being adequately and satisfactorily handled, much of which has been 
developed as a result of the services the opposing lines have provided. : 


Such traffic as the Santa Fe would take from the carriers now 
serving St. Louis would result in the loss of millions of dollars annual- 
ly, would serve no useful purpose, but would weaken their financial 
stability, impair their efficiency and cause extensive unemployment 
of local railroad workers. Thus the granting of the Santa Fe’s petition 
would definitely prove detrimental to St. Louis and to the communi- 
ties served by the opposing lines. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is the governmental agency charged with 
the protection of the public’s interest in all rail transportation matters. The Santa 
Fe’s application will be decided by the Commission on the basis of evidence present- 
ed at a formal hearing and in keeping with the spirit and letter of the Commerce Act. 


Meanwhile the opposing lines are eager for their patrons and the 
public generally to understand the reasons for their opposition and to 
realize that they are acting in what they believe to be the public interest. 


They are hopeful that St. Louisans and St. Louis organizations will, in recogni- 
tion of their long and constructive service to St. Louis, withhold any action that 
might be detrimental to their interests until such time as all of the facts can be 
properly presented.

AMERICAN JUDGE

Says He Can’t Spare Time 
—Unconfirmed Report 
He Questions Validity 
of Trials. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP)— 
Chief Justice John P. Higgins of 
the Massachusetts Superior Court 
has resigned as a member of the 
li-man war crimes tribunal in 
Japan, the War Department said 
today. 

He gave as his reason “impera- 
tive” need to return to his duties 
in Massachusetts, asserting that 
the military trials promise to last 
longer than originally expected. 
War Department officials said 
the resignation has been accepted 
by Sir William Webb, president of 
the tribunal and a replacement 
will be sought by Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom Clark in consultation 
with the War Department. 

A National Broadcasting Co. 
correspondent, Guthrie Janssen, 
radioed from Tokyo last night an 
unconfirmed réport that Higgins 
was not satisfied as to “validity” 
of the Tokyo trials.

Later Shidehara said a third 
defendant, Mamoro Shigemitsu, 
who‘as Foreign Minister signed 
Japan’s surrender on the battle- 
ship Missouri, likewise had car- 
ried out the Government’s concil- 
ilatory policy. Shigemitsu in 1931 
was Minister to China. 

That 1931 government, headed 
by Baron Reijro Wakatsuki, had 
no territorial ambitions at the 
time the Mukden incident put the 
“military clique” in control of its 
own aggressive destiny on the 
mainland, the former premier tes- 
tified. 

The blast that blew up the Muk- 
den railroad likewise blew the 
Wakatsuki government from 
power, Shidehara said, because it 
was unable “to prevent further 
expansion of the incident in Man- 
churia” and resigned. 

Questioned by Defense Attorney 
William J. McCormack of Chi- 
cago, Shidehara said the cabinet 
announced the Mukden Incident 
in “self defense” after the Army 
had sprung it on the government 
but thereafter “bent every effort 
to halt it.” 

Questioned further he safd that 
Minami, then his cabinet col- 
league, “did everything in his 
power to co-operate with me in 
maintaining peace and order” and 
that Shiratori “definitely and 
completely fulfilled his duty In 
line with the peace policy.”

High ‘school graduates of this 
June and high school students 
with summer jobs are flooding the 
Federal Security 
Agency in the Old Post Office 
building, Eighth and Olive streets, 
applying for social security cards, 
Thomas L. Gaukel, local manager, 
reported today. ; 

A total of 2383 students gradu- 
ated from public high schools 
here this month and only about 
one fifth of them will enter col- 
lege.

With Another 


CHAMPAIGN, Iil., June 25 (UP) 
~— Forrest (Frosty) Peters of 
Champaign and Milt Steengrafe 
of Oklahoma said yesterday they 
had walked out as American As- 
sociation baseball umpires  be- 
cause of league president Roy 
Hamey’s “failure to back up” his 
arbiters.

Steengrafe said he was “present 
when Peters was punched by Lei- 
bold in a game with Milwaukee 
at Louisville. He asserted, “I saw 
Frosty get socked. lLeibold not 
only hit him but he butted and 
shoved him. It was the most fla- 
grant case I’ve ever seen. When 
it comes to that I’m getting out 
too.” 

Both umpires said they were on 
their way to Milwaukee when 
they read newspaper accounts of 
Leibold’s penalty. They said they 
both wired Hamey that they quit 
and in less than two hours they 
received their “unconditional re- 
lease” by telegram. 

Peters said his future plans are 
uncertain and he plans to remain 
here for a time in his old haunts 
at the Champaign fire station, 
where he lived when he was the 
Illini’s greatest dropkicker, He 
had been with the Association 
since 1940, except for a period in 
the Army.

—American scientists are getting 
their first look at Micronesia, 
thanks to World War II and- the 
atom bomb tests. 

The Japanese kept closed the 
doors to this empire of little 
islands during the long years of 
theiy rule in this part of the Pa- 
cific. Natural history, oceanogra- 
phy and the kindred subjects were 
to the Japanese secrets to be kept 
as closely as fortifications. 

Defeat of Nippon opened the 
doors. Selection of Bikini atoll, 
in the Marshalls, for the bomb 
tests required expert advice on 
sucka matters as the structure of 
coral atolls, fish, bird and insect 
life, plants, and ocean currents. 
The bomb testers want to estimate 
what will happen to Bikini atoll 
when the blasts shake its islands 
and reefs, and how far the bomb 
blast and radioactive poison will 
reach. : 

Structure of Atolls, 

A corps of scientists, including 
Comdr. Roger Ravelle of the 
Scripps Oceanographic Institution 
of La Jolla, Calif., and Dr. Ralph 
Sawyer of the University of 
Michigan, hope that studies made 
in connection with the bomb tests 
will settle debate over the struc- 
ture of atolls—whether they are 
coral caps to old volcanic cones 
or are built up on a slowly sub- 
siding base of rock upthrust from j 
the sea bottom, 

Observations at Bikini by the 
survey ship Bowditch show this 
atoll is a shallow saucer, not more 
than 180 feet deep at any point, 
fringed with small islands and a 
chain of coral reefs and sand cays. 
The outer edge of the atoll ends 
in an abrupt drop into about 600 
feet of water, a submarine preci- 
pice. Then the wall of the atoll 
angles outward at about 45 de- 
grees, continuing downward until 
a depth of approximately 12,000 
feet of water is found at five 
miles offshore.

1941) 
and with his talks with Hitler,

HE first lesson learned by being plunged into the

The real subject for surprise is the 


patient determination with which the American and British nego- 


tiators struggle forward toward 
endless discouragements, 

Peace-making can never have 
been attempted under more diffi- 
cult circumstances, of which the 
most important is the Russian 
habit of regarding a conference 
table as a miniature battlefield. 
The aim of their chief negotiator, 
Vyacheslav Molotov, commonly 
seems to be the scoring of points 
rather than the reaching of under- 
standings. And if an opportunity 
to score a point presents itself 
even at the moment when an un- 
derstanding is about to be reached, 
the temptation is seldom resisted. 

A recent illustration of this 
phenomenon occurred when Molo- 
tov accepted Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes’s proposal to give 
the deputies of the foreign minis- 
ters another year to agree on the 
Italian colonies, and then if agree- 
ment had not been reached, to 
transfer the colonies to the trus- 
teeship council of the United Na- 
tions. 

Molotov’s act represented real 
progress, and the exhausted men 
around the council table began 
to feel the relief which comes 
from solid accomplishment after 
long frustration. Then at the 
last moment British Foreign Min- 
ister Ernest Bevin stated for the 
record his assumption that control 
of the colonies would be continued 
as at present during the interim 
period. 

Opening for Bargaining. 

‘Almost all of those present are 
still convinced that precisely this 
had been Molotov’s intention. But 
Bevin’s statement offered an open- 
ing for more bargaining. Molotov 
instantly intimated that the So- 
viet Union ought to participate in 
the interim control. And _ the 
whole matter had to be referred 
to a subcommittee of the min- 
isters’ hard-pressed assistants for 
more argument, more delay, more 
tactical maneuvering. 

The Molotov system of negotia- 
tion must indeed be almost unique 
in diplomatic history. It is well 
known, of course, that negotia- 
tions with any Russian represent- 
atives are inevitably difficult 
since all substantive questions 
must be referred to the Kremlin 
for settlement if solid concessions 
are ors omy OF +. 

To this initial obstacle Molotov 
adds a fondness for extracting the 
last enjoyment of litigation from 
every minor question such as some 
of the’ ridiculously petty sub-as- 
pects of the reparations problem. 
At the same time, moreover, he 
takes a frank delight in needling 
his fellow negotiators at every 
turn.

Byrnes has had a bad cold and 
sore throat since this meeting 
started and must reserve all his 
energies for the conference table, 
rigidly excluding any other ac- 
tivity from his schedule, 

U Peace, 

All this, moreover, is of real 
significance. The Molotov method 
of negotiation is no mere per- 
sonal idiosyncracy. On the con- 
trary, it is one aspect of a basic 
phenomenon of Russian policy. 
Other aspects are the choice of 
Andrei Gromyko for his vitally 
important current duties and of 
Gusev; the Russian Ambassador 
in London, as Russian member of 
the Committee of Foreign Minis- 
ters’ deputies. Both are the same 
type of rigid bureaucrat, trained 
to hear only the commands of 
their masters and to be as im- 
pervious as possible to the view- 
points of representatives of other 
nations—which renders time ne- 
gotiation impossible. 

Under the circumstances the 
most that can be hoped for is no 
more than the settlement of out- 
standing issues which have 
reached an acute phase such as 
the Trieste question. (And even 
this is a great deal to hope for.) 
Litigation of these issues is so 
exhausting and time-consuming 
that deeper questions cannot even 
be explored. 

In the present instance, if 
agreement is reached on Trieste 
and on an Italian peace treaty in 
general, all will rejoice. But in 
the jubilation the deeper question 
of Italy’s future will be forgot- 
ten. For Italy may get peace, 
but Italy cannot survive forever 
by exporting lemons to England 
and pottery to the United States. 
Ultimately Italy must starve if 
she continues cut off from the 
Russian-dominated area of East- 
ern Europe, trade with which is 
vital to her economy. A peace 
treaty which leaves in mid-Europe 
a nation of more than 40,000,000 
people condemned to permanent 
gnawing hunger is a mere breed-

Not Directed at Soviet Plan. 


He explained that his comment 
on outlawing the atomic bomb 
was not directed specifically at 
initial proposals made by Andrei 
Gromyko, Russian delegate to 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil, but were offered wherever the 
proposal may appear “and by 
whomever urged.” 

Lilienthal declared that inter- 
national control of atomic energy 
must rest on “faith in men.” 


“My four associates and I ad- 
vanced a specific plan that, if put 
into effect by the peoples of the 
world, we believe could provide se- 
curity against the evil applications 
of science’s latest great discovery, 
the release of atomic energy,” he 
asserted, 


He said this report proposed 
“putting the faith in men to prac- 
tical use” and was a concrete case 
of how men could put science to 
— for good rather than for 
evil. 

This plan would eliminate the 
surprise use of atomic weapons; 
create deterrents to aggression, 
and “it could develop patterns of 
co-operation between men in 
which lie the only lasting hope for

“My Headquarters and 
Twelfth Army group,” Gen. 
Eisenhower wrote, “had felt for 
some time that a counterattack 
through the Ardennes was a pos- 
sibility, since American forces 
were stretched very thinly 
there in order to provide troops 
for attack elsewhere, and be- 
cause Field Marshal von Rund- 
stedt had gradually placed in 
this quiet sector six infantry dl- 
visions, a larger number than he 
required for reasonable security. 

“However, we did not consider 
it highly probable that von 
Rundstedt would, in winter, try 
to use that region in which to 
stage a counteroffensive on @ 
large scale, feeling certain that 
we could deal with any such ef- 
fort, and that the result would 
ultimately be disastrous to Ger- 
many. Nevertheless, this is ex- 
actly what the enemy did... 

“In order fully to appraise the 
desperate risk which the enemy 
undertook, it must be recognized 
that he aimed his blow, above all, 
at the will of the Allied command. 
If he could weaken our determina- 
tion to maintain that flaming, re- 
lentless offensive which, regard- 
less of his reaction, had carried us 
from the beaches to the Siegfried 
Line, his sacrifice would not be 
altogether futile. 


American Reaction, 

“The attack started, after prep- 
arations of the very greatest se- 
crecy, on Saturday, 16 December.” 
The Supreme Commander then 
tells how the news of penetrations 
of the American line by German 
tanks reached him and Gen, Omar 
N. Bradley, then conferring with 
him. “Sensing that this was some- 
thing more than a mere local at- 
tack,” he at once directed division 
and reserve movements to meet 
the threat. ;' 

The enemy’s purpose, as then 
judged by Gen. Eisenhower and as 
subsequently established, was to

drive through to Antwerp. He de- 
scribed the operations of panzer 
divisions, and the resurgence of 
the Luftwaffe. 

“For the first time since our 
landing,” he wrote, “the Luftwaffe 
rose to give active combat support 
to the ground forces, not only by 
engaging our air forces off the 
ground, but by attacking the air- 
fields and installations throughout 
Belgium. . . . I immediately or- 
dered the cessation of all attacks 
along the whole front, and the 
gathering up of every. possible re- 
serve to strike the penetration of 
both flanks.” 


After the penetration had sepa- 
rated Gen. Bradley’s forces; a new 
allotment placed a part of these 
under command of the British 
Field Marshal Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery. Operations up to 
Dec. 22 were affected by bad 
weather, with a thick ground fog 
which made air assistance almost 
unavailable. On the 22nd, the 
weather changed for the’ better, 
and “our air forces commenced 
their aralyzing attacks upon 
enemy communications.” The Bas- 
togne and Houffalize successes of 
the Allies followed. 

Initiative Regained. 

“The German counteroffensive 
had opened on 16 December,” the 
Commander wrote, “and had been 
brought under control by the 26th. 
The initiative had passed to our 
forces shortly thereafter, and by 
16 January, one month after the 
initial attack, our forces were in a 
firm position, ready to counter- 
attack strongly into enemy terri- 
tory. 

“Operations to deal with the 
enemy offensive had occupied a 
full four weeks and were not, even 
by the 16th, completed. A certain 
regrouping was essential prior to 
the mounting of a full-scale offen- 
sive by our forces, and at that 
time — estimated that the enemy

Of U.N. Tasks 


Secretary - General

RYGVE LIE, secretary gen- 
eral of the United Nations, ap- 
pealed today to critics of the 
world organization to remember 
that “‘we still are the creatures of 
necessity.” 


Lie, in a brief luncheon address 
at Yale's 245th commencement, at 
which he received the honorary 
degree of doctor of laws, con- 
ceded that the United Nations 
chartér, as drawn at San Fran- 
cisco, “‘was not perfect in the 
eyes of any nation. The veto 
clauses in particular caused re- 
sentment among the small na- 
tions.” 


Lie, whose name is pronounced 
Lee, began his talk by saying, 
“You may be surprised to know 
that I have been addressed as 
‘Doctor Lie’ for some time past. 
I don’t know why. I certainly 
don’t look like one. Today, due 
to your consideration, I leave 
Yale an honest man.” 


Plea for Understanding. 


In his plea for understanding, 
he said: “We knew that we had to 
frame our organization in ac- 
cordance with the necessity of sat- 
isfying the requirements of all the 
great powers. ...%In deciding up- 
on the charter as it now stands, 
we were the creatures of neces- 
sity. We still are the creatures of 
necessity. 


“When people criticize the 
United Nations or the Security 
Council for their failure to act 
more drastically and more de- 
cisively, we must remember this 
basic fact.” 

Lie said the necessity of the 
members of the United Nations 
always to atrive for agreement 
and never lose hope of agreement 
“does not and cannot involve a 
compromise between right and 
wrong.” 

“But we require a willingness on 
the part of all governments to go 
half way in meeting other govern- 
ments in their search for security 
and the well-being of their peo- 
ples,” he added. 

He said the work of the United 
Nations Economic and Social 
Council may “one day overshadow 
the work of the Security Council,

Haj Amin el Husseini, the former Grand 
Mufti of Jerusalem, and one of the most cold- 
blooded murderers of all times, is free again. The 
statesmen of the great nations, caught up in the 
intrigues of power politics, and vacillating be- 
tween policies of appeasement and self-interest, 
have let him slip through their fingers. 

Who is this fiery Arab religious teacher who 
has laid aside the Koran for the scimitar? The 
Mufti should be remembered as long as people 
remember the horrors of the Dachaus and the 
Buchenwalds. He is the man whose plan to ex- 
terminate 5,000,000 Jews was adopted by the 


Nazis; Diabolical and cunning, the Mufti has 


used his position as the spiritual leader of the 
Palestine Moslems. to mask a quarter century’s 
activities in the cause of Arab nationalism. 

Thé world’s most rabid anti-Zionist and a man 
goaded by personal ambition, the Mufti was long 
recognized as Hitler’s chief agent in the Middle 
East. He was the instigator of the bloody Arab 
riots in Palestine that led to the promulgation of 
Britain’s White Paper in 1939. And upon his 
shoulders lies full responsibility for the Rashid 
Ali revolt of 1941, when the Arabs waged a Holy 
War against the British forces in Iraq. This re- 
volt a failure, the Mufti fled to Germany. 

While conspiring with the Nazis, he suggested 
the extermination of European Jewry as the 
“comfortable solution to the Palestine problem.” 
He pledged full Arab support to the Germans 
and wooed an alliance he hoped would some day 
make him the recognized leader of the whole 
Arab Moslem world. 

After Germany's defeat the Mufti was exiled 
to France. Exile for the Mufti meant a sump- 
tuous villa and almost complete freedom to carry 
on his nationalist activities. Earlier this month 
the Mufti tossed off all but invisible shackles 
and headed for Egypt, the heart of the Arab 
movement, 

After considering the Mufti’s record, there are 
important questions that demand answering. 
Why was escape for this criminal so easy? Why 
was the Mufti not arraigned as a war criminal? 
Why does he enjoy sanctuary behind the walls 
of Farouk’s Abdin palace? It is the old answer, 
as timeworn and unpardonable as ever, but for a 
new series of questions. Self-interest has taken 
pre-eminence over world security, Consider the 
explanation of l’Affaire Mufti. 

The French say the Mufti escaped and this ex- 
planation, according to Herbert Matthews in the 
New York Times, is accepted in London. Sure- 
ly, here is cause for raised eyebrows. How could 
so conspi@uous a figure as the Mufti suddenly 
disappear? Were the French careless to the 
point of connivance? Smarting under the humil- 
jation they suffered from the British in the 
Levant issue, isn’t it believable that the French 
closed their eyes to the Mufti’s “escape,” know- 
ing it would put the British in an embarrassing 
position? 

The British had their reasons for not brand- 
ing the Mufti a war criminal. The Mufti has 
powerful influence with certain British officials 
in the Middle East; and to step out of the role 
of the appeaser Britain might lose some of the 
advantages, both economic and political, that it 
has enjoyed. As things now stand, Britain is 
in no hurry to take any stand on the Mufti’s 
presence in Egypt. If the British demand the 
surrender of the Mufti, they may foment Arab 
rebellion and anger the Egyptians as well (any 
attempt to capture the Mufti would be a viola- 
tion\of Egyptian Constitution and of Arab cus- 
tom, guaranteeing the right of political asylum). 
If the British do not insist on the return of the 
Mufti, they will be accused of conniving at his 
escape and siding with the Arabs against the 
Jews. Whatever course it takes, Britain will 
suffer some loss of prestige. 

What happens to the Mufti will inevitably have 
ramifications on the Palestine problem. Every 
day the Mufti is free to perpetrate new crimes, 
he fans the flames of Arab nationalism still high- 
er. 

The War Crimes Commission, which is re- 
sponsible for bringing war criminals to justice, 
should demand the Mufti’s surrender. This 
demand should be backed by the UN. The 
Grand Mufti of Jersusalem is no holy man. He 
is a murderer and he should pay the price for 
his crimes. The moment is now. Tomorrow

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Pinching the Veterans’ Pennies 

Frugality is a virtue not without’ some limita- 
tions. News that the Veterans’ Sérvice Center 
in the Civil Courts Building has teen able to 
serve some 76,000 veterans at a cost of only 42 
cents each—as compared to a national average 
of around $5—prompts one to question whether 
such service at so low a cost could have been 
adequate. 

The answer, it is apparent from the proposals 
by the Center’s new director, William K. Moors, 
is “no.” Moors, who not too many months ago 
was fighting in Europe as a combat infantry 
Major, suggests several improvements at the cen- 
ter, notably in the vocational guidance program. 

It is anticipated that the Center’s board will 
back up Moors and approve his. program. Get- 
ting former service men in jobs where they fit 
will be of benefit to business and industry. as 
well as to the veterans themselves. Improve- 
ment of service at the center by raising the cost 
to around 85 or 90 cents per veteran served 
would seem to be an obvious necessity. It would 
seem superfluous to point out that a body of ill- 
adjusted and dissatisfied veterans can be a 
scourge to themselves and to the whole commu- 
nity and that preventing this by a relatively mod- 
est expenditure now is a sound investment. 

There should, therefore, be no hesitancy on 
the part of City Comptroller Louis Nolte in ap- 
proving the expenditure of the $24,940 in city 
funds still credited to the center. Nor should 
the City and the Community Chest hesitate to 
extend support of the center over the next fiscal 
period. 

Furthermore, since it now appears that the 
Center must move from its present quarters, the 
sooner that move is made the sooner the new 
program at the Center can get under way.

in the first place, should act promptly to pro- 
vide new quarters.

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Pravda on the Baruch Plan 


Pravda’s angry and intemperate attack on the 
Baruch plan for international control of atomic 
energy is an incredible response to the most 
magnificently unselfish and pacific proposal 
that any nation ever offered to the world. 

Specific details of the plan which Bernard 
Baruch based on the Acheson-Lilienthal report 
of the State Department are open to discussion, 
and it would be more constructive of the Com- 
munist party newspaper to discuss than to de- 
nounce them out of hand. 

The continued: manufacture by the United 
States of atomic bombs, the timing of the sched- 
ules.for international control to take effect, are 
details to which Pravda takes objection. 

The stipulation that no single nation shall be 
able to nullify the protective devices of the plan 
is not open to discussion. Mr. Gromyko’s coun- 
ter-proposal—echoed by Pravda—that Russia 
must have veto power, as it has in the United 
Nations, stands no chance of acceptance. It 
would mean that Russia could shut the door to 
international inspection. In effect, the United 
States would be giving the atomic bomb to Rus- 
sia without any way to protect herself against 
Russia's use of it for aggressive purposes or, 
indeed, of finding out whether Russia was mak- 
ing the bombs. What Mr. Gromyko and Pravda 
are asking for is, in the simplest terms, carte 
blanche. 

When Pravda draws from the Baruch plan the 
inference that it proposes “a monopolistic posi- 
tion for the United States” and reflects “ob- 
vious aspirations toward world domination,” it 
is talking sheer nonsense. The United States 
doesn’t have to propose any monopoly; it has 
one. The Baruch plan contemplates a delib- 
erate giving-up of the monopoly—and Pravda 
attacks it as monopolistic! 

As for world domination, the best proof that 
the United States does not desire it is the 
Baruch plan. If this country wanted empire 
over the world, it could be using the atomic 
bomb as a weapon of war at this moment. The 
United States wants nothing of the sort. It re- 
nounces aggression, and wishes with the neces- 
sary co-operation of other countries—including 
Russia—to renounce the atomic bomb as an in- 
strument of war. 

Under these circumstances Pravda’s interpre- 
tation of the Baruch proposals is bewildering. 
Would Pravda assign one of its special writers 
to explain its conception of the plan, bearing 
in mind the facts which we have attempted to 
point out? 
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Recourses of the Starving 

UNRRA’s report of the desperate extremity 
of starvation throughout the world gives urgency 
to President Truman's appeal to Congress to 
appropriate the remaining $465,000,000 it has 
pledged but not yet given to the world relief 
agency. 

UNRRA tells of Chinese eating grass, roots, 
bark, clay; of Viennese cooking nettles. It was 
in the same terms of human degradation and 
misery that the Save the Children International 
Union reported 60,000 children without milk 
in Budapest, 14,000 derelict children foraging 
the streets of Milan, a Europe in which new- 
born babies are swaddied in paper and families 
suffer out the rigors of winter with cardboard 
for windowpanes. 

UNRRA is limited both as to where it can 
function and how much it can do. It can go 
into countries that are unable to pay for their 
relief needs and that have invited the agency— 
which means eight countries. It can distribute 
no more than the participating nations have 
donated to it—and in Austria the people say the 
adjective “little” should be compared “‘little, 
less, least, UNRRA.” 

UNRRA is not enough but it is an essential 
beginning, and after that the nations and their 
peoples with enough to eat should do everything 
additional they can to give from their plenty 
to the hopeless, tortured millions that hover 
on the brink of death from slow starvation. 
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On top of all their other worries, grocers now 
are burdened with a new problem. What shall 
they do with the space formerly occupied by the 
meat market? 
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‘Sion Arm Stuff 

It is because of abuses by AFL teamsters in 
New York that the Hobbs bill is on the Presi- 
dent’s desk today.

The question springs spontaneously from the 
fact that St. Louis teamsters and warehousemen 
are preventing deliveries of meat and poultry 
from two St. Louis cold storage plants. They 
have no grievance with the warehouse compa- 
nies, are not even their employes. Inside the 
plant, other AFL men, members of the butch- 
ers’ union, have no grievance: In fact, they 
have disregarded the teamster pickets and gone 
about their business. The whole cause of the 
disturbance is that the warehousemen want to 
throw the butcher union men out and put team- 
sters in their place. 

It is a clear case of strong-arm attack on 
democratic industrial order, and it is led by 
Lawrence J. Camie, a strong-arm expert. In 
1940, Camie pleaded no contest to a Federal 
charge of conspiracy to restrain trade. His ware- 
housemen are at perfect liberty to win the em- 
ployes over by peaceful persuasion. But they re- 
ject democratic method; perhaps they are sure 
they would lose..So, at one stroke, they attack 
the jobs of present employes, the profits of the 
plants and their retail outlets and the dinner 
tables of the community. 

Under repeated demonstrations like this, it is 
no wonder the American people increasingly 
lose patience with jurisdictional battles and, in 
particular, with the kind of warfare which some 
AFL unions habitually pursue. It is no wonder 
that the people are demanding that the AFL 
move speedily to clean up its own house and, 
if it still will not, to move in with the force 


of law,

Russia’s Policy on Atom Control

Soviet declaration does not discuss fundamental point of control of 
atom by world authority, editorial says; this question is more im- 
portant than whether veto power exists in UN; Russian plan is 
sketchy and disappointing, but leaves door open to effective system.

The Russian declaration to the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commission is a 
sketchy and disappointing initial Soviet 
statement to that body. It does not, on the 
other hand, indicate that negotiation of a 
control system along the sound lines of the 
Acheson-Lilienthal report is impossible, 

No one assumed that the Acheson-Lilien- 
thal proposals—or the Baruch report which 
is based in the main upon them—would be 
accepted by Russia or many other dations 


overnight. Thorough analysis, discussion 


and debate must precede the setting up of 
any control system. They need to be ap- 
proached with open minds by all. 
Nevertheless, the hope of atomic peace 
depends upon Russia and the rest of the 
world—including the United States Senate 
—accepting the essentials of the Acheson- 
Lilienthal plan, or supplying alternative 
methods of equal potency, to prevent manu- 
facture of atomic weapons by any nation. 


Mr. Gromyko’s statement is disappointing 
because it opposes exclusion of atomic con- 
trol from great power veto rights in the 
Security Council. 


The Real Key to Success 


It is disappointing also because it dis- 
cusses nothing comparable to the Acheson- 
Lilienthal fundamental concept: control 
from the source by a world Atomic Devel- 
opment Authority, including ownership and 
operation of uranium mines, operation of 
all basic plants for production of fission- 
able materials, and licensing of “denatured” 
materials for peaceful production by na- 
tions and private institutions. 


Such control from the source is the real 
key to success. It is far more important 
than whether or not veto powers are to 
exist in the Security Council regarding 
punishment of violators. For, in the last 
analysis, punishment for guilty violation 
means the sanctions of force: war; and in 
the case of clear and guilty violation of 
atomic control, these should and could be 
applied regardless of any country’s veto. 


The veto power ought to be abolished in 
toto. But that in itself would not assure 
punishment or enforcement; and it is nota- 
ble that the Acheson-Lilienthal report, in 
contrast to that by Mr. Baruch, made no 
reference to the veto question. 

Whatever the fate of the veto in the 


Security Council during the immediate fu- 
ture, however, no single power must be 
permitted to interfere with the authorized 
control and inspection functions of an 
atomic development authority. 


Mr. Gromyko omitted direct use of the 
word “inspéctions.” He did, nevertheless, 
refer specifically to the UN Assembly's 
declaration on atomic control, to which 
Russia subscribed, and specifically to a 
clause in it pointing to “effective safe- 
guards by way of inspection and other 
means.” Inspections are a secondary fea- 
ture of the Acheson-Lilienthal plan, and 
would be greatly simplified by existence of 
the more positive controls—but they re- 
main essential, 


How Soviets Are Committed 


By proposing, as they do, a treaty re- 
nouncing the manufacture and use of 
atomic weapons, the Russians are commit- 
ting themselves to an essential part of any 
control system developed. But such a 
treaty can only be a beginning. 

No nation should lead and incite an 
atomic arms race. So*long as there is as- 
surance that no other country possesses 
atomic bombs, America—while continuing 
its own atomic research and development— 
could best serve its own safety and that of 
the world by ceasing the manufacture of 
such bombs, and destroying those in exist- 
ence. However, we cannot bind ourselves 
in an international undertaking to abstain 
from making them in the future until—in 
addition to a treaty of renunciation — real 
controls are established. 

Let it be repeated, however: The Rus- 
sians do not close the door to such con- 
trols. On the contrary, Mr. Gromyko ex- 
plicitly recommended that a UN commit- 
tee study means of establishing controls. 


We hope the Russians wiil appoint a 
group of their own, if they have not done 
so, similar to the Acheson-Lilienthal group, 
and including outstanding Soviet scientists, 
to canvass the entire problem. We believe 
they would arrive at similar conclusions.

not be approached on an ideological basis.

“A Wordsworth Anthology,”” Selected by Laurence 
Housman. (Charies Scriliner’s Sons, New York.) 
In the Atlantic Monthly for November, 

1944, Laurence Housman published “What 
Happened to Wordsworth,” an essay that 
drew so much admiration from people in- 
terested in William Wordsworth, in poetry 
and in the history of literature, that Scrib- 
ner’s decided to ask the English critic to 
select the writer’s best poems for a book. 

The essay, published as a foreword to this 
volume, is worth the price of the book to 
those who missed it in the Atlantic. It be- 
gins by disarming adverse critics: “Among 
the great poets, Wordsworth stands out as 
the one it is most easy to laugh at, and 
sometimes the most difficult not to find 
dull,” 

The anthology itself is supposed to give 
us the best. It does not. It contains much 
of Wordsworth’s best, but no good poem 
that is not in many other anthologiea It 
includes “The Idiot Boy,” “Simon Lee,” 
“The Two April Mornings,” admittedly bad 
poems; it ignores the good lines added to 
the 1850 edition of “The Prelude,” and 
misses the chance to show that the aging 
Wordsworth had attacks of poetry even in

Miss Ricker had been living 
with a companion, Miss Mabel 
Johnson, at Hotel Jefferson for 
the past 22 years. Before that 
time. she lived at the Planters 
Hotel, where her mother, Mrs. El- 
len S. Ricker, died May 31, 1914, 
and before moving to the Planters 
she stayed at the old Southern

to establish a permanent weather 
reporting base in northern Green- 
land, and “Denmark is highly in- 
terested,” Foreign Minister Gustav 
Rasmussen said today.

He said Henrik Kaufmann, 
Danish minister to Washington, 
would arrive shortly for consulta- 
tions about the termination of the 
Danish-American agreement of 
1941 concerning Greenland,

sovereignty over the island,

HE ‘bedside table ig useful for 
T boiaing essential articles

going to be a singer and from 
that day on, it was her only am- 
bition. 

“After that first performance, 
singing was the only thing for 
me and there was never anything 
else," says Biruta, who has now 
realized her ambition to become a 
successful singer. The prima 
donna in this week's performance 
of “Gypsy Love” at the Muneipal 
Opera, she has been a soloist with 
12 major symphonies, among them
